Ea 1 rich in ricuiiural promise and a hustling 
bustling unit ot the great northwest ccmmonwealth. Five 
veal vo Marlow who is the state distributor for a well 
known milking machine decided that Blue Earth county 
needed more Holsteins. It had been a Guernsey center 
but no particular progress had been recorded by the ex- 
ponents of that beautiful and somewhat useful cow.  Per- 
haps Marlow wanted larger markets for his milking ma- 


chine, undoubtedly he did, but he sure hit the broad high- 
way to success when he decided to push Holsteins in 
Blue Earth. J. C. is one of those aggressive sort of fellers 
who makes a racket about the thing he is after, so he let 
the world know that Blue Earth ought to have Holsteins 
and by heck she was a-going to get ’em. She did. 

He was not content with urging all the dairymen to buy 
Holsteins. That is not the Marlow way. He went out and 
bought them himself, too, showed the way until he had the 
largest herd in the county and was showing the other 
fellers cards and spades on how to shell the cash out of 
the dairy business. His neighbors woke up, took on a few 
Black und Whites, probably bought Marlow’s’§ milking 
machines and hopped to it. Today Blue Earth is one of the 
real dairy communities of Minnesota. It has 15000 cows 
with fully 75 herds of purebred Holsteins grazing content- 
edly the rich pasturage of the valley that is so favored ot 
Mother Nature. Incidentally Blue Earth sold a million dol- 
lars worth of dairy products in 1919. 

Two years ago Marlow engineered one of the most in- 
teresting experiments in Holstein boosting the state has 
ever It was founded on the same theory that the 
train butcher operates on when he goes down the car just 
about lunch time passing out samples of salted peanuts, 
which theory simply assumes that after one tries the nuts 
he will fall all over himself to buy them. And it works as 
it did in the Marlow experiment. J. C. reasoned that he 
could get a lot of recruits for Holsteindom if he could get 
the boys to try them. So he talked it over with the county 
agent, called a meeting and was authorized with two other 
cattle tien to go into Wisconsin and purchase forty head 
of good dairy Holsteins for use in Blue Earth. They bought 
forty good ones and at a drawing held at the fair grounds 
oo ae arrived the cattle were distributed around 
1é district. Marlow financed the deal himself, borrowing 
ng the local banks.

Hk growth of the Holstein industry in Missouri du 
T ing the last few years has been remarkable to say the 

least The indications are at present that she will 
continue to for to the front as the home of good Hol- 
steins \ithcuzh several Missouri Holstein herds have 
been established for twenty veurs or more, the great inilux 
of pure bred and grade cows has come within the last five 
years. 

S. W. Cook and Sons’ herd at Maysville, Missouri, was 
probably the first herd established in the state and perhap 
in the middle west. Ii was in 1882 that several pure bred 
Holsteins were purchased. This herd was built up until it 
was the source of foundation cows in this part of the 
country. There are a number of breeders in the state who 
secured their start from this herd. 

M. ik. Moore of Cameron, was another pioneer Hol 
stein breeder. It was here that the University of Missouri 
selected the feundation cows for their famous Holstein 
herd. 

P. P. Lewis, Crescent, President of the State Board of 
Agriculture, was another enthusiastic Holstein breeder. 
Since his death, this fine herd is being developed by C. E. 
Driver, the Secretary of the State Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion. Mr. Driver is one of the first Holstein breeders to 
begin yearly, official testing in the state. Many more are 
expecting to follow the leadership of their Secretary this 
coming fall. 

W. I. Phelps, Aurora, i; the pioneer Holstein breeder 
of the southern part of the state. A number of others are 
following his lead and soon southern Missouri will be a 
center for pure bred Holstein cattle. 


As said before, the last five years has seen the greatest 
advancement. A large number of small farmers have 
made the change into dairying, and selected the Holstein 
cow to lead them to prosperity Pettis County started 
things by purchasing a hundred good, pure bred females, 
and several outstanding bulls to ‘dairy that county. 
Johnson County followed the lead and started with Hol- 


steins Many other men over the state have gone north 
and have selected a foundation herd. Tod:y there is great 
enthusiasm being shown by the Holstein breeder At 
their annual meeting they decided to have a paid field sece- 
retary. With a man using his entire tin boosting Hol- 


steins, Missouri will rank with the leading Holstein states. 
The first annual sale has been decided upon and will be 
held at Sedalia May 24, 1921. This is another step in ad- 
vance 

Official testing has grown during the past few yeal 
and especially the present winter. The Stat ven-day 
fat and milk records have been broken continually up to 
date. One hundred cows have made A. R. O. records this 
year. The records have not been large, but with the exper- 
ience gained in testing and caring for the cows another 
year will bring out a number of thirty-pound cows. Mis- 
souri Holstein breeders mean business. 

Aside from the University of Missouri only a tew 
have been tested for yearly records. During the present 
year (. E. Driver of Crescent and Glenn Davis of Columbia, 
placed a number of cows on test. Others have indicated 
their intention to begin yearly work this fall. Among the 
breeders who will start yearly work this fall are:—E

Judgment in the Cabana Case 
UDGMENT has been formally entered in 
the case of Oliver Cabana, Jr., against the 
Holstein-Iriesian Association of America, 
and we are now at liberty to present a complete 
text for the study and consideration of the Hol- 
stein public. This we are doing in the current 
issue. It will be read, we are sure, with added in- 
terest from the fact that all parties to the action 
were apparently so well pleased with the out- 
come of the court proceeding. A study of the 
actual provisions of the judgment will reveal 
whether some of the parties to the action were 
inerely whistling to keep up their courage, in an 
attempt to confuse the issue and obtain the sym- 
pathy of the public, or whether they really had a 
license to feel jubilant over the outcome. We 
would call particular attention to the paragraph 
which states: First—that the Board of Directors 
of the Holstein-Iriesian Association of America 
is the proper tribunal to determine the validity 
of the Advanced Registry official records of 
plaintiff's cattle. Second—that the Board of Di- 
rectors has the power to cancel the acceptance of 
said official tests and the certificates of Advanced 
Kegistry issued to the plaintiff by the superin- 
tendent of Advanced Registry upon the cattle 
rwned by him, under certain equitable provisions 
including giving due notice to the plaintiff of a 
hearing, with a statement as to its purpose, scope, 
time, place, ete. and giving the plaintiff the 
power to appear in person and by counsel, to 
cross-examine witnesses and to produce wit- 
nesses and documentary evidence in his own be- 
half. It is also specifically ruled by Judge Sears 
that the Board, in conducting its hearing is not 
necessarily confined to the receiving of common 
law evidence. ‘That is to say, In Case any wit- 
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ness cannot be produced after an explanation js 
offered, the Board may in the exercise of sound 
discretion receive ex parte statements «nd other 
hearsay evidence coming from such absent wit- 
nesses. This provision was inserted Spe cifically 
to cover the Cole statements and other testimony 
taken by the Executive Committees. 

The other provisions denying the right of the 
Board or Superintendent to take arbitrary ae- 
tion based on a reasonable suspicion of dishon- 
esty or of improper practice and disqualifying 
members of the Board for prejudice, ete., were 
freely accepted by the Association and admitted 
during the trial, as there had never been any in- 
tention to take action upon any records without 
more than a reasonable suspicion as a basis, and 
it had never been intended that members of the 
Kxecutive Committee and other Board mem- 
bers who had expressed themselves during the 
preliminary investigation, or who for other rea- 
sons might be disposed to be prejudiced in the 
matter should pass final judgment on the rec- 
ords in question. The provision that the Associ- 
ation 1s restrained and enjoined from cancelling 
the plaintiff's certificates of Advanced Registry, 
except after a hearing conducted as provided in 
the decree, is just and entirely satisfactory to 
the representatives of the Association as it spe- 
cifically allows them to go ahead along exactly 
the same lines they were proceeding when the 
matter was taken into the Courts last Septem- 
ber. 

We believe Judge Sears is to be congratulat- 
ed upon his decision in this case as it is so drawn 
and worded that it would be extremely difficult 
for either of the major parties to the action to ap- 
peal from it. For example, on what grounds 
could the Association justify an appeal when 
the decision specifically states that the Board of 
Directors is the proper tribunal to determine 
the validity of the records; when it states that 
the Court in this collateral proceeding will not 
determine the validity of the election of the di- 
rectors, the Executive Committee, and of the of- 
ficers of the defendant a gg when it says 
specifically that the Board of Directors has re 
power to cancel the cea of said official 
tests upon according the plaintiff certain funda- 
mental rights of justice and equity in the matter 
of an opportunity to defend the standing of his 
records? On the other side, how can Cabana 
appeal, and thereafter hold up his head i he

HE following editorial appearing in the June 26 issue 
Te the National Stockman and Farmer, is a plain 
statement of fact from an authority that has a wide 
reputation for sound, well balanced, conservative judgment. 
It represents the outside point of view in relation to the 
Cole-Cabana matter. 
“The frauds admitted and later denied by Charles E. 
Cole in making records of Holstein cows in the herd of 
_Oliver Cabana, Jr., the subsequent injunction which 
prevented the Holstein Friesian Association of America 
from acting on these records, the decision of the court in 
the case—all these have been duly recorded in these 
columns. It is now time to call attention to the effect of 
the suit which prevented the association from promptly 
and thoroughly sifting this whole matter. It was never 
charged that all the records made in this herd when under 
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Cole’s management were false. Doubtless many jf not 
most of them were correct and would have borne the 
closest scrutiny. But the legal obstruction to prompt in- 
quiry has led the public to class all these records ag yp. 
worthy of confidence. This has caused far greater logc 
than would or could have occurred under the association’ 
inquiry and that loss must be borne by those who should 
not have to suffer it. Such is the inevitable result of trying 
to prevent prompt inquiry in matters of this kind. The 
public tries the case and renders its own verdict Whether 
that verdict be correct or incorrect the financial] effects 
are disastrous. Mr. Cabana missed a fine opportunity when 
he failed to demand an investigation by the association and

3d. Mr. Eves also reported upon the very successful Fay- 
ette Calf Club where a number of calves that cost $150 
were sold at 18 months of age at an average price of $610. 

The meeting was held in the school house and was very 
interesting and well attended. 

SOUTHWESTERN N. Y. BREEDERS HOLD ANNUAL 
MEETING 

The annual meeting of the Southwestern New York 
Holstein Breeders’ Asseciation was held at the farm of 
Danielson & McNell, Randolph, N. Y., Saturday, June 26, 
1920. A picnic lunch was enjoyed by all present under the 
trees of the large lawn. 

After luncheon the meeting was called to order’ by 
President Benjamin Pringle, who presided. This meeting 
was held on the large floor of the barn where seats had 
been provided for all present through the courtesy of 
Danielson and McNell. The speaker of the afternoon was 
H. V. Noyes, president of the N. Y. State Holstein Associa- 
tion. President Noyes gave a most interesting and instruc- 
tive address. In his remarks he touched upon some of the 
present day problems confronting the farmer of today. He 
stated that although a large share of the wealth of the 
country had come from the land, about 90%, the farmer 
had kept little of it. This had resulted in a condition where- 
by the manufacturers were able to outbid and hire help 
away from the farmer, and it sometimes looked as if he 
might kill the goose that lays the golden egg. The speaker, 
however, believed that we are entering for the next few 
years a period of reduced production and larger prices for 
farm producer. 

In breeding of purebred cattle, Mr. Noyes laid especial 
stress upon the value of individuality. He thought we had 
laid too great an emphasis upon records in the past and 
not enough upon individuality, and pointed out the part 
that good individuality had played in fixing prices at re 
cent rates. 

He strongly endorsed the accredited herd plan as the 
best method of dealing with the tuberculosis problem, il- 
lustrating this point by relating some interesting personal 
experiences. He said that cattle from Minnesota at the 
recent National Sale sold much higher than equally good 
cattle from New York largely on account of their reputa- 
tion for healthy herds. , 

At the close of President Noyes’ address, the question 
of holding a consignment sale this fall came up for con- 
sideration. After some discussion it was decided to leave 
the matter to the executive committee for further investi 
gation and action. ;

OHIO STATE SALE AVERAGES ALMOST $700 

A great success was scored by the Ohio State Association in their first 
guarantee sale held at Columbus, June 23rd and 24th, a total of $62,905, being 
received for the ninety head sold, which would be an average of only a little 
less than $700. 14 head brought prices from $1,000 to $5,100. A good feature of 
the sale was the large number of consignors, 67 different Holstein firms con- 
tributing the 90 head. 

While a great, majority of the buyers came from Ohio, there were several 
very good out of state buyers among which we might mention Rock River 
Farms of Byron, Il., which purchased 6 head for a total of $4,605; also Holly 
hock Farms of Dousman, Wis., which purchased 4 head at $4,525.

HIGH AVERAGE RECEIVED AT RECENT CALIFORNIA SALE 
By Robert E. Jones 

Some idea of how the Holstein-Friesian game is booming, if the term can 
be used with reference to a substantial rather than a mushroom growth, in the 
southern part of California is indicated by the C. W. Anderson Sale that was 
held at Burbank just after the St. Paul event, in the latter part of June. The 
C. W. Anderson stock brought an average of $718, which has been exceeded on 
the Pacific Coast only by that realized by W. J. Higdon of Tulare when he dis. 
persed his stock. And it was buyers of the southern part of California who made 
the Higdon sale. 

In some respects the average realized by Anderson was of greater signi- 
ficance than that of Higdon, because many of the animals were young and vir- 
tually all of them were females. There were no exceedingly high tops as in the 
ease of the Higdon sale where the bull, King Korndyke Pontiac 20th, sold for 
$12,000. 

The top animal of the sale, Mabel De Kol Niko 2d, went to Mrs. Anita M. 
J3aldwin of Rancho Santa Anita, who figured largely in the St. Paul sale as well. 
This female is a little more than four years old and is backed by famous an- 
cestry. She is a daughter of Roderick Lincoln and a 30-pound cow. Athenia 
ftoderick Luecke went to Fred Hartsock of Lankership for $1550 and ‘r heifer 
calf was bought by him for $400. She was the second high animal of the s 
Abyla Luecke Aaggie De Kol was sold to Mrs. Baldwin for $1175. 

The stock was well distributed throughout the southern part of California 
as a glance at the summary will show. Buvers evinced a keen desire for good 
tock. David Maxwell was one of the buyers. His address now is Lankershim. 


Sunshine Ranch of San Fernando was one of the heavy buyers and a number 
of animals went to the Welch Company of Honolulu for which Professor Gor- 
don H. True of the University Farm at Davis was the buyer 

before the sale the breeders held a little session in Los Angeles and the 
Southern California Holstein Breeders Association was perfeeted. This or- 
ganization was started a vear ago, but now gives promise of being an exceed- 
ingly active part in the Holstein-Friesian game of the Pacific Coast. G. M. 
Brown of Burr Farm was elected President and R. M. Condee of Chino, Secre- 
tary. It is intended to have a Vice-President for each county south of the Teha- 
chapi pass and some of these will be chosen later.

A GREAT SUCCESS 


In svite of the fact that it was not 
favored with pleasant weather, farm. 
ers’ week at the Pennsvlvania State 
College, was a great success. More 
than 3000 people visited the college

strations staged for them during the 
three days devoted to their program. 
For the first time in the state, a young 
farmers section was held, extending 
over six days, and more than 200 boy 
and girl club members attended and 
were pleased with the results. 

In two days, 90 demonstrations were 
held, from 50 to 300 farmers were in 
attendance at each.

DAIRY PRODUCTS OF ARGENTINA 


From 1914 to 1919, the exports of 
Argentina butter have increased 444 
per cent, and the exports of cheese 
has increased by a much larger per- 


centage. Argentina is more than self- 
sustaining from the cheese standpoint, 
and the production of butter and 
cheese has risen more in the past four 


years than during the 10 to 15 pre- 
ceding years. 
According to an article in El Res- 


umen of Buenos Aires, the value of 
Argentina milk and its by-products in 
1918 was not less than 85,000,000 gold 


pesos. An official report submitted to 
the Argentina Minister of Agriculture 


on October 1, 1919, shows the compar- 
ison between 1918 and 1914. 

In 1914, there were 1684 registered 
creameries, butter-making establish- 
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nents, etc., producing 9307 metric tons 
of butter and 5413 tons of cheese, 
while in 1918 there were no less than 
3305 establishments producing 24,460 
tons of butter, 20,416 tons of cheese, 
and 7819 tons of casein. 

Between 1914 and the end of 1918, 
the production of butter rose by 162 
per cent, and that of cheese by 277 
per cent. 

The cheese consumption during 1914 
was 9307 metric tons and only 4 tons 


were exported, while 3831 tons were 
imported. During 1918, 14020 tons 
were consumed and exports had 


grown to 6430 tons. The total of im- 
ports has shrunk to 33 tons showing 
that the output was 20,416, or nearly 
five times as much as in 1914. In

SUGGEST LAW TO PROHIBIT 
SCRUB SIRES 


The Springfield, Ill., Journal sug- 
gests that there should be a law pass- 
ed to prohibit dairymen using scrub 
sires. 

One of the reasons given is the ex- 
perience of Fred Kirschner of Barring- 
ton who owns a grade herd of 24 head 
and has been using purebred bulls for 
the past seven or eight years. For the 
past nine months Mr. Kirschner has 
been in a cow testing association. Cow 
No. 10 in his herd has 50 per cent of 
Holstein blood in her veins and she 
will finish the year with a production 
of over 10,000 lb. milk. Her daughter, 
No. 16, is also by a registered bull 
and in one month the 2-year-old heifer 
produced 1240 lb. milk with an aver- 
age test of 4 per cent. This heifer 
is giving nearly as much milk as her 
‘lam did at full age, and at the same 
lime testing nearly 1 per cent higher. 

Of the four cows that will give 9000 
ib. in their year work, three have 
three purebred crosses in their pedi- 
gree and the other one cross. Mr. 
Kirschner says the production of his 
herd has doubled since he began to 
use purebred sires, and that his heif- 
ers far exceed the work of their dams 
at the corresponding age.

We are told that ip 
Scandinavia the turning of the cows 
on the May pasture is made a holiday. 
It is a time for celebration when the 
country folk put on their best and get 
together and watch with keen joy the 
animals turned on to the green grags, 
Keen must be their joy, too, when we 
consider that these animals have been 
closely housed in dark _ ill-smelling 


stables for seven or eight months. A 
decided increase in milk flow is noted 
when the cows come to this perfect 
grass condition, and the whole animal 
seems to take on new life. Without 
doubt it gets a great benefit from the 
stored vitamines in the green leaves, 
stored up sunshine and energy in its 
most digestible and succulent form. 
This is the time of perfect pastures. 
We can learn a lesson from. the 
June pasture. The truth is that we 
should keep June pastures through- 
out the year; in other words, so feed 
that we will get June conditions 
through the other’ eleven months. 
Good feeders claim that when cows 
are turned on the best of June grass 
they will not show any particular gain 
if they have been properly fed and 
nourished throughout the year. This, 
perhaps, is an extreme view, and yet 
very practical, for the greatest profit 
has been found when the animal is 
supplied with its requirements as to 
food. A cow is more or less of a 
machine, and as any other machine it 
can run to capacity providing it is 
properly tended. We hear every once 
in a while about some big dairy rec- 
ord. The other day I called at a farm 
and looked at a cow that was making 
a wonderful dairy record. She had 
averaged over 100 pounds of milk for 
160 days, and was at that time produc- 
ing over 100 pounds a day. This cow 
was receiving June pasture conditions 
without any June pasture; in other 
words, she was supplied with all the 
good food she wished to eat, and was 
in a comfortable happy condition. The 
great butter and milk records of this

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THE SUMMER SILO

or silage can be fed the 
seasons. By the 
refer particularly to 
the supply of silage during the sum- 
mer months. Silos, aS a rule, are 
pought with the idea of supplying 
winter feed. Silos are put up in the 
summer, filled in the fall, and 
generally before new grass comes 
every bit of silage is gone, and the 
dairyman especially notes at this time 
a severe shrinkage in milk flow. 
Profit in the dairy means supplying 
the animal with its requirement at all 
times, never allowing it to shrink 
through want of food. A shrink is un- 
profitable. It cannot be made up, 
and it is bad business. For this reason 
and many others the summer silo is 
rapidly gaining favor. 

| recently heard a very well posted 
dairyman remark that if he had to 
choose between winter or summer 
silage feeding, he would prefer to go 
without the winter supply. This man 
had much experience in the business; 
he knew that the biggest damage to a 
dairy herd is generally produced dur- 
ing July and August when pastures 
become dry and short, flies are bad 
and conditions most unfavorable. The 
lure of the pasture is too great for the 
average cow-keeper. It is so easy to 
simply turn the cows on the pasture 
and forget them except, perhaps, on a 
Sunday once in a while when they are 
salted, or if they be milk cows when 
rounded up morning and night for 
milking. True there is a_ short 
season, especially in the corn belt, 
when pastures are exceptionally good. 
In May and June we generally find 
the grass tender and green and plenti- 
ful in quantity, but even during these 
months silage can be fed with profit to 
any class of cattle. During the early 
part of May the grass is more or less 
watery and lacks body and nutriment. 
Animals are often injured by the 
assumption that they are receiving all 
the green feed that they need. In 
June, as a rule, the grass is at its 
perfection, but July comes with a 
drought, flies become very numerous, 
weeds spring up in the grass and 
pasturage conditions, especially in the 
middle states, become poor. This is 
the time for the summer silo. With 
cows in a darkened barn and plenty 
of succulent silage, good records can 
be produced and that at little cost.

If 
we wish to make our acres earn, and 
that I believe is the desire of the best 
farmers, we must consider earefy]ly 
this pasture subject. : 

As time goes on silage will be useq 
more and more for summer feeding 
Experience has taught that it jg 
economical and makes for large and 
economical production It is the 
cheapest source of summer feeding 
and it prevents the dairy herd from 
experiencing that fearful shrink which 
which we note each year during the 
months of July and August. The 
feeder will learn that he can keep his 
animals in full flush and vigorous 
condition during a period when they 
are, aS a rule, set back and made 
strippers and unprofitable winter pro 
ducers. With the summer silo the 
small farmer living on forty or eighty 
acres can keep a good herd of cattle 
and do it with profit. The man who is 
attempting to farm too much land 
can find this method practical and 
much more profitable: he should sell 
half his land and farm the other half 
better. The summer silo is wise and 
intelligent feeding practice; it tends 
to build up the land and make acres 
earn a higher’ rate. Consider the 
subject carefully, you men who keep 
cattle on vour farms; consult those 
who have had experienee, and I 
venture to say vou will come to the 
summer silo as thousands of others 
have done. 


SUPPLEMENTING PASTURE WITH 
GRAIN 


Whether to feed grain to cows on 
pasture or to have them subsist on 
what they can pick is a question the 
breeder debates with himself serious- 
ly every spring. As a rule, he lets 
them go a week or two and then starts 
in feeding grain again. 

Prof. G. C. Humphrey of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin Department of Anl- 
mal Husbandry, suggests that cows 
producing less than one pound butter- 
fat per day will prove most profitable 
with pasture alone if they are in good 
condition. He also suggests for Hol- 
stein cows producing 30 Ib. milk daily, 
that they be given five pounds grain, 
that nine pounds be ted to eows mak-

HOLSTEINS AND RABBITS 

The breeding of registered Holsteins 
and of pure bred rabbits would seem 
to be very different, but E. P. Palmer 
of Viola, Idaho, is making a success 
at both. Mr. Palmer has a herd of 20 
milking cows, a fine lot of young 
calves, and a splendidly bred bull. His 
barn is called a model in his vicinity, 
and has modern equipment, including 
a silo. Mr. Palmer says: “Without 
silage we never would have been able 
to have wintered the stock last year. 
It was our principal feed. Hay was 
high and searce, and the prices would 
have taken all the profit out of winter 
dairying.” 

Mr. Palmer is a_ pioneer, having 
settled in Idaho in 1875 On his 
tarm just outside of the town of Viola, 
he raises, besides Holstein cattle, 
pure bred poultry and several varieties 
of rabbits. In fact, it is said more than 
can be found on any farm in the north- 
west. His Flemish Giants, Belgian 
hares and New Zealand hares, of 
which he has several hundred, com- 
mand a ready market at Spokane. 
They cost very little for feed as they 
wi!l eat almost any kind of weeds 
during the summer, and are remark- 
ably prolific.

A SPECIFIC RESULT OF IN-BREED. 
ING 
Editor World: 


About two years since J. W. Davis 
of Edgewater Park, N. J., purchased 
for his small son two pairs homing 
pigeons, both pair of good foundation 
stock. 

Little attention was paid by him to 
mating of offspring although all birds 
raised were banded, numbered and 
carefully recorded. Shortly after pur 
chase of original two pairs of birds 
one male bird died and the hen bird 
mated with her son, Mr. Davis felt he 
had done wrong to permit offspring 
from this mating to be raised as the 
young appeared small and weak, and 
about six weeks ago he decided the 
best way to reduce his flock and re- 
tain the best birds was to give them 
a long fiy. No bird had, at this time, 
been flown more than ten miles and 
only three times at this distance, in 
fact from Medford, N. J. to Edgewater 
Park, N. J. which is over the same 
course, so he brought them to Coates- 
ville, Pa., to make their fly; this, I 
judge, is about fifty miles by air line 
and in a different direction from what 
they had previously been flown. 

In the lot there were fifteen birds, 
one original cock, some from this 
cock and his original mate, some from 
various matings, and six which were 
offsprings from mating of mother and 
son. 

The old cock reached home first, 
next followed four young birds, all of 
which were brothers and _ sisters, 
these arrived the day following their 
liberation; next followed four birds 
from various matings, these reached 
home within one week. Up to the pres- 
ent time the six birds from mother 
and son have not gotten home and 
likely never will. 

From this test it is probably proven 
that in such intense in-breeding some 
quality is lost and is it not possible 
it may be the quality for which we 
are breeding? .
